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Dear Mr. Dwyer, 


Please find enclosed an expression of one element of my beef 
with CBC, that relating to the continued damaging approach of its 
journalists in portraying concerns of persons disabled by 
pollution. 


I emphasize that there have been a few exceptions. There are 
some journalists who have understood that while there is debate 
in the medical community about how to categorize and treat these 
illnesses, there is no reason to cover the story in a way that 
questions the existence of the symptoms, their relationship to 
the environment, the credibility of victims, or the legitimacy 
of resulting social concerns. 


I hope you will support Ms Savoie in any endeavor she 
undertakes to end abuse of members of this disabled group by CBC 
coverage, and to encourage stories updating CBC news and current 
affairs audiences from previous defamatory characterizations. 


Perhaps some day CBC will also act on its debt regarding my 


harassment in the workplace, and its failure to provide 
reasonable accommodation for my disability.
